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Kennedy Selects 
Four Alumni 

Four alumni — two of them women — 
have been recently nominated by Presi- 
dent Kennedy to high office. 

Arthur Marshall Davis, LLB 33, was 
the President’s selection for Federal 
District Judge for Arizona, and Edward 
Skottowe Northrop, LLB 37, was nomi- 
nated as a Federal District Judge for 
Maryland. 

In September, President Kennedy ap- 
pointed Eva B. Adams, LLB 52, then 
Administrative Assistant to Senator 
Alan Bible (D. Nev.), as Director of 
the US Mint — the highest position ever 
attained by a Nevada woman. The nomi- 
nation of Miss Adams was approved by 
the Senate Banking and Currency sub- 
committee and speedily confirmed by 
unanimous vote of the Senate. 

Shortly before Congress adjourned. 
President Kennedy nominated Sarah 
Tilghman Hughes, LLB 22, to be Texas’ 
first woman Federal judge. She now has 
a recess appointment, making it possi- 
ble for her to serve on the bench until 
the Senate takes a confirmation vote 
next year. 

Mrs. Hughes worked her way through 
GW Law School as a DC Metropolitan 
policewoman. After graduation, she 
married her Law School classmate, 
George Hughes, LLB 22, and went with 
him to Texas where she later served a 
term in the state legislature. In 1935, 
she was appointed District Judge by 
the governor and has been reelected 
each four years since. 

She has battled throughout the years 
for women’s rights, and it was largely 
through her energetic leadership in this 
movement that Texas women won the 
right to jury service in 1953.

Arena Stage in a new program leading 
to the degree of Master of Arts in Dra- 
matic Art; a new program in music 
to include courses in music history 
and appreciation and a practice course 
in orchestra; in history — a seminar in 
American Religious History; in eco- 
nomics — the Theory of Public Finance; 
in business and public administra- 
tion — seminar: Foreign Trade; Human 
Relations in Business, Hospital Fi- 
nance and Planning, Survey of Med- 
ical Care Organization, Readings in 
Medical Care Administration.
